Resolution for Special Commit- 
tee to Probe Money Trust 
Defeated 115 to 66—Reg- 
ular Committees Will Do 
Probing—Powerful Speech 
by Underwood in. Defense.

Washington, D. C February 7.— 
(Special )—Representative Oscar Un- 
derwood was sustained by a vote of 
116 to 66 tonight in defying Mr. Bryan 
and his leash and in providing that the 
reguh committees of the house 
shou undertake the investigation 
into the “money trust’ of the country. 

The house caucus on the resolution 
which has been a bone of contention 
for many weeks lasted for three hours, 
and finally adopted the Underwood 
substitute for the Henry resolution by 
a vote of 115 to 66. 

Georgians Supported Underwood. 

The Georgia delegation supported 
Mr. Underwood, Representative Brant- 
ley being one of the leaders in the 
fight and making a strong and ring- 
ing appeal in behalf of the course of 
procedure favored by the house leader, 

Through editorials in The Com- 
moner, and by means of telegrams to 
Washington, William J. Bryan has 
urged qa special committee to probe 
financial conditions with especial 
reference to the control of the money 
market. Those who opposed his plan 
were said to be in the control of the 
money trust. But his appeals were 
powerless. The house democrats re- 
fused to follow his advice but chose 
instead to let the regularly organized 
committees of the house do the: work. 

The waucus then  tnstructed the 
standing committees of the house on 
banking and currency, judiciary, in- 
terstaéte commerce’ and glections to 
preceed with the inquiry. 

Sharp Criticism of Bryan. 

The democrats adopteu the plan of- 
fered by ‘Representative Underwood, 
the majority leadér, as a substitute 
for the special investigating commit- 
tee asked for in the resolution sub- 
initted by Representative Henry, of 
Texas. Sharp criticiem of Willam J. 
Bryan for his itmputations that the 
banking and currency committee of 
the house leaned toward the financial 
interests and the passage of a reso- 
lution expressing confidence in that 
committee characterized the debate. 

A roll call, enforced under a new 
rule. was made publig after the cau- 
cus. Among those who supported the 
Underwood resolution were Speaker 
Clark, Chairman Fitzgerald of the 
appropriations committee, Clayton of 
the judiciary committee, Adamson of 
the interstate commerce committee, 
Pujo of the banking and currency 
committee and members of those com- 
mittees. The Henry resolution was 
supported by Repre.entatives James, 
of Kentucky; Burleson, of Texas, 
cWrairman of the caucus; Stanley, of 
Kentucky; Moss, of Indiana; Rainey, 
of Ulinois, and the Bryan democrats 
of the house. 

It Was Bryan and Aanti-Bryan. 

The caucus was the liveliest the 
democrats have had in years and cer- 
tainly the most spirited since the 
party has been in control of the house. 
i From the heginning there was a fight 


+ between the Bryan and the anti-Bryan 
democrats. 


Chairman Henry, in urging the ap- 
pointment of a special committee to 
investigate the “money trust,”’ made a 
vehement appeal for the adoption of 
his plan. Mr. Henry denied he was 
inspired by Mr. Bryan to demand a 
special committee. He emphasizes the 
influence of the “money trust” over 
the capital of corporations, railroads 
and banks, and its influence in nation- 
al elections and in legislation. 

Majority Leader Underwood made a 
powerful appeal for the adoption of his 
substitute for the Henry resolution. 
His plan set forth primarily that all 
matters of legislation and investiga- 
tion of the character proposed should 
be confined to the standing committees 
of the house, and provided specifically 
that the subject suggested for inquiry 
in the Henry resolution be referred 
respectively to the committees on 
banking and currency, election of 
president, vice president and repre-

LINCOLN QUOTED 
NY ROOSEVELT 


Colonel Thinks He's Undergoing 
What Lincoln Did 


The Colonel Reads a Letter 
Written by Lincoln as Espe- 
cially Applying to Condi- 
tions That Are Confronting 
Him Today. 


New York, February 7.—With the 
correspondence of Abraham Lincoln as 
a text-book and six newspaper report- 
ers as pupils, Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt addressed today what he called 
his “first class in applied decent poli- 
Colonel Roosevelt prefaced his 
talk with the declaration that he had 
tried to take Lincoln’s letters as a 
guide for himself and he thought that 
excerpts from many of the martyred 
president’s letters would make proper 
replies to questions that are being 
asked him daily. 

One of Lincoln's letters, especially, 
Mr. Roosevelt thought would apply to 
conditions today. This was a letter 
written at Springfield on April 6, 1860, 
to C. F. McNeil. The part emphasized 
by Mr, Roogevelt reads as follows: 

“I have made this explanation to you 
as a friend; but 1 wish no explanation 
made to our enemies, 

‘What they want is a squabble and 
a fuss and they can have it if we ex- 
plain; and they cannot have it if we 
don’t.” j/

“The department courts the fullest

EXPLAINS ABOUT REPORT 

Jacksonville, Fla., February 7—J, O, 
chief drainage engineer, in 
charge of reclamation of the Florida 
Everglades, issued recently a reply to 
a letter written by C. G. Elliott, chief 
of drainage investigations of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, addressed to Secretary Wilson 
in which he gives a tomplete history 
of the alleged suppression of the re- 
port on Florida Everglades drainage. 
Wright shows that Elliott was opposed 
from the beginning to the undertak- 
ing, the investigation, and When Wright 
was assigned to the, work, he con- 
tinued to “knock” the project. 

In the summer of 1907 Meade resign- 
ed and Elliott became chief of the 
drainage investigations.

Wright returned to Washington in 
May, 1908, and at once began writing 
his report. 

The report was completed and de- 
livered to Elliott on February 25, 1909, 

In his statement Wright says:

“Trusting in the healthy force of the 
German people and relying on God’s 
gracious assistance, I look with confi-

MEN ARE FLOCCED 
‘BY STEEL TRUST 


How the Combine Handles the 
Convicts It Leases. 


Congress Probers Bring Out 
Facts in Reference to Em- 
ployment and Treatment of 
Convicts by Combine—Big 
Strap Used on the Men. 


Washington, February 7.—Convict 
labor in the operation of subsidiary 
companies of the United States Steel 
Corporation, particularly in Alabama, 
were taken up by the Stanley investi- 
gating committee today. 

Shelby M. Harrison, of New York, 4 
magazine writer, testified that he had 
made an investigation of the condi- 
tions. He told of the large number of 
state and county convicts in the camps 
in Alabama and of the minor offenses 
for which some of the men had been 
convicted and put at work in the mines. 
Men who walked on the right of way of 
a railroad, he said, had been arrested 
for misdemeanor and ordered into con- 
vict labor. : 

How Convicts Are Procured. 

The committee inquired very min ute- 
ly into the way in which the Tennessee 
Coal and Iron and Railroad company 
procured convicts. Mr. Harrison. said 
the company agreed to take the con- 
victs “old or young, black or white” 
and work them in the camps. 

Attorney Reed, for the steel corpora- 
tion reiterated that no state convicts 
were now being worked in Alabama by 
the company. Chairman Stanley re- 
plied that the company officials would 
be called to testify to that. 

Mr. Harrison said that the warden 
who flogs convicts in labor camps is 
employed by the steel company, He 
said that he had seen a prisoner flog- 
gcd with a three-ply leather strap and 
had seen black and blue marks on one 
cenvict’'s back. Failure to do the re- 
quired tasks was punishable by flog- 
ging, solitary confinement and by oth- 
er methods, he said. 

How Men Are Flogged. 

Mr. Harrison said that convict la- 
borers were forced to lie flat on their 
faces to be flogged. 

“Flogged with a thong as big as a 
wagon trace or tug?” suggested Mr, 
Stanley. 

“By a strap five feet long.’’ 

“What's the usual punishment?’ 

“Fifteen lashes,” 

Representative Bartlett, of Georgia, 
a member of the committee, observed 
that the whole system of convict labor 
was wrong.

Holy Man at Court That the 
Duma Proposes to Investi- 
gate— Alleged Czar Does 
Everything Mystic Asks. 


St. Petersburg, February 7.—The case ! 
involving the name of Gregory Ras- | 
putin, a reputed holy man and mystic, 
whe is wielding immense influence at 
court, has grown to be an affair of 
nationai importance. The duma _ to- 
night adopted an urgent interpellation 
addressed to the minister of the in- 
terior as to why illegal pressure was 
applied on editors in St. Pétersburg 
and Moscow, ordering them to print 
nothing concerning Rasputin, and on 
what grounds editions of The Novoe 
Vremya and The Golosmesky were 
confiscated and editors prosecuted. 

Forced Bishop Inte Exile. 

It was said to be due to antagonism 
of Rasputin that Bishop Hermogenes, 
of the Saratov diocese and the abbot | 
of Tsaritsin, Heliodorus, were ordered | 
into exile. Commenting on this action 
of tha emperor and the holy synod, the | 
two papers mentioned published a de- | 
nunciation of Rasputin, describing him 
as “a corruptor of bodies and souls.” | 
The editor of The Novge Vremya, Boris 
Souvorin, is now under charges which 
may result in his imprisonment. 

The interpellation introduced in the 
duma reproduces an open letter ad- 
dressed to the hold synod by the re- 
ligious writer, Novoseloff, in The 
Golosmesky, stating that “the crim- 
ina] tragic comedy has been carried on 
for years by the corruptor of souls and 
bodies, Rasputin, before the eyes of 
the synod.” 

Empress One of His Devotees. 

Rasputin resides at Tsarskoe-Solo, 
where he is the head of a cult. The 
empress is said to be one of his devo- 
tees. 

M. Guchkoff, leader of the October- 
ists and ex-president of the duma, | 
during a speech on the question said | 
that all Russia was passing through 
painful and depressing days and was 
stirred by the danger threatening the 
holy of holies, the altar and the 
throne.

Today conditions are altered. Stability, or appreciation, are 
more and more the factors in American land values. Wild-catting 
is steadily discouraged, both by state and federal laws, and specula- 
tion pure and simple does not make the dangerous appeal it once 
did. But in face of this improving situation, the land-owner, and 
especially the farmer, is still heavily handicapped if he wishes to 
borrow to extend improvements, or for the sake of buying his home 
or farm. In the city the building and loan associations have opened 


new avenues to the small borrower, but even here there is room for | 


advancement. 

Is it not time for such wholesale and wholesome revision in 
our banking laws and financial rules as will place land more upon 
an equality with other factors in the money market? Other bor- 
rowers may go into the market with securities running’a wide 
range, and obtain loans at low interest and for long time. The one 
asset the farmer possesses is his acres and, due precautions being 
observed, it is about the most valuable that could be offered. It 
is not likely to prove “blue sky,” as many of the securities now 
accepted as collateral, and it is likely to enhance steadily in value, 
where the safeguards ordinarily observed in lending are enforced. 

Whether the straight-out Raiffersen system, or a system of 
farmers’ national banks, with land as the basis of capital, is or- 
ganized, or whether a lending institution such as outlined by Mr. 
Bailey proves the solution, it is evident we are approaching a rad- 
ical change in our attitude toward the small borrower in America. 
Every indication is that henceforth his path is, deservedly, to be 
made easier.

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THE FARM AND THE INEBRIATE. 


The plan of the Atlanta Associated Charities, advanced at its 
recent annual meeting, to establish a farm near Atlanta for the 
treatment of inebriety, is a thoroughly practical one and is likely 
to receive the indorsement both of city and county authoritites. 
In several other American municipalities they have tried the sys- 
tem, and it has amply demonstrated its efficiency. New York city 
is now contemplating a farm-cure for habitual drunkards on a 
scale yet unapproached in this country. 

The treatment of inebriety as a disease rather than as a crime 
is the twentieth-century principle back of the proposed local insti- 
tution. The reasoning of the old days condemned the drunkard as 
a willful wrongdoer, in like manner with the person of unsound 
mind—and subjected both to such drastic penalties as aggravated 
their condition and the probability of re- 
covery. ° 

We have since learned that, with the inebriate more especially, 
the habit has more a physical than a moral basis, though it may be 
contracted by the first thoughtless yielding to the convivial in- 
stinct. Given the proper surroundings—fresh air, healthful occu- 
pation, cheerful companionship and medical attention where it is 
needed—the ihebriate, in a large percentage of cases, is returned to 
the normal condition and becomes a support to his family and a con- 
tributor to society, rather than a drain upon both. 

The probation system of reaching inebriety has worked excel- 
lently in Atlanta, but there is little question that it could be 
strengthened by the method proposed by the Associated Charities. 
In the last analysis, the idea 1s an economic one, since it involves 
increasing individual efficiency and _ lessening the toll upon the 
community. -The plan,is.\well worth the consideration of both 
county and city authorities,

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PUBLICITY,AND THE CHURCH. 


A commission of the leading newspaper men of the country, 
acting in behalf of the Men and Religion National Congress, has 
been investigating the relation between the church and publicity 
and will, as a result, recommend that the churches use the news- 
papers more extensively to forward religious movements. The 
class of the commission may be seen when it is said it was com- 
posed of men of such prominence, for instance, as Victor J. Law- 
son, of Chicago; Milton McRae, of Detroit; Josephus Daniels, of 
Raleigh, N. C.; Theodore W. Noyes, of Washington, and others of 
like reputation. 

Every agency for advancement and uplift in this country now 
realizes the value of and uses the tremendous machinery for devel- 
opment afforded by the press. There is every reason why the 
church, within proper bounds, should do likewise. If associations 
devoted to fighting such physical ills, for example, as tuberculosis, 
can broadcast the country with publicity, why should not the de- 
nominations charged with the spiritual welfare of people adopt 
methods at least.approximating these? 

It is the complaint, here and there, that the church does not 
keep abreast of the times, and that it is losing in membership and 
enthusiasm. We believe that, to a great extent, this sentiment is 
exaggerated, and that our religious institutions have lost little if 
any influence with the average American man and woman. But 
there would be less ground for the belief if the church, in harmony 
with twentieth-century ideals, yet not ‘sacrificing its dignity, went 
into the “highways and byways” through the best modern medium 
—the press—and there prosecuted its work by meeting the world’s 
problems upon the world’s own field of battle.

Pardon Board Rules. 

Governor Brown and the members 
of the state prison commission, Chair- 
man R. E. Davison, T. E. Patterson 
and Wiley Williams, held.an informal 
conference in the governor's office 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose 
of discussing rules relative to applli- 
cations for executive clemency. A 
series of rules will be drafted in the 
next few days, and after being ap- 
proved they will be made public. 

In a general way it may be stated 
that the requirement of thirty days’ 
notice by the applicant, to be posted, 
at the courthouse in the county in 
which he was convicted, will be in- 
cluded in the rules, to the end that 
any one desiring to object may be 
put on notice that the application is 
to be considered. 

The prison commission now gives 
the first week of each month or the 
greater part of it to the considera- 
tion of applications for executive 
clemency. It will. probably continue 
this practice, while Governor Brown 
is considering givingxtwo days to the 
consideration of its recommendations, 
the latter part of the month. He will 
reach some decision on this point 
later. 

In order 2 avoid any apparent con- 
flict betwe-. the commission and the 
governor, in the matter of decisions on 
pardon applications, it is probable that 
the commission will not, in the future, 
make publie its findings. Théy will 
be transmitttd to the executive office 
without ‘being given out, and’ they 
will not be published until the gover- 
nor has finally passed upon them. In 
this way where the governor and com- 
mission may differ as to a articular 
case, their differences may recon- 
ciled by conference, so that the final 
decision will become the decision of 


both.

Sam Gompers Says His In- 
junction to Court Was 
Merely Shakespearean. * 


Washington, February 7.—President 
Samuel Gompers, of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, today told the court 
which is trying him, Frank Morrison 
and John Mitchell, for contempt that 
when he wrote that the court could “go 
to with its injunction, he had 
used the expression in the Shakespe- 
rean sense and not a profane one. 

“I like Shakespeare and had in mind 
one of his expressions when I wrote 
that,” said Mr. Gompers, “such as 
‘Avaunt,’ ‘Go to— with thy prattle’ 

“It was in the Shakespearean sense 
that I used it and I meant no disre- 
spect of this court or its decree. I 
meant ‘go to,’ ‘wait’ or ‘stop’ with your 
injunction.” 

At the conciusion of his direct exam- 
ination President Gompers exonerated 
John Mitchell, former vice president of 
the federation, who was sentenced to 
nine months in jail for contempt. 

Mr. Gompers said Mr. Mitchell did 
not sign the pronouncement for which 
the labor leaders are being prosecuted, 
but that his name had been attached as 
a matter of course and that he did not 
ry the subject until it had been print- 
e 

When Alton B. Parker had finished 
examining Mr. Gompers, cross exami- 
nation by the prosecution began. Mr. 
Gompers persisted for a time in trying 
to answer questions to which Judge 
Parker objected, but the attorneys 
Way prevailed. 

Attorney Darlington read the injunc- 
tion decree to Mr. Gompers and asked 
why he had not obeyed it, and had per- 
mitted articles to appear in the Ameri- 
can Federationist in violation of the 
injunction. Gompers said that he be- 
lieved his. constigutional rights had 
been invaded and that those portions 
of the injunction to which he took ex- 
ception were void. 

“You set yourself and your counsel 
up as an intermediary court of appeals 
to pass on the injunction,” suggested 
Mr. Darlington. “No,’ said Mr. Gom- 
pers, “The point that we are contend- 
ing for is the American right of free 
speech and a free press under the con- 
stitution. 

“Now who is to decide these points, 
you or the courts?” 

“The Supreme court of the United 
States. I contend that when the court 
transcends its right that the citizen 
shall decide for himself. If he is of 
the opinion that the court went too far, 
he must decide for himself,” said Mr. 
Gompers. 

Unusual precautiéns were taken to 
Buard Justice Wright. Three police- 
men and a deputy United States mar- 
shal escorted him to His chambers. ‘The 
justice has received many threatening 
letters. 

The possibility 


of a noted lawyer 
being involved in the contempt. pro- 
ceedings with Mr. Gompers was 
averted by the failure of the memory 
of the witness. Mr. Gompers had tes- 
tified that he was advised by counsel 
that he would not be in contempt of 
the court if he published articles 
which were later held in contempt. 

“Who advised you?” asked Justice 
W right. 

“I prefer not to say unless the court 
compeis me,’ answered the witness, 
There was a coraning of necks and 
Alton B. Parker, chief counsel for Mr. 
Gompers, elucidated the situation for 
his client. 

Justice Wright insisted on an an- 
swer. Mr. Gompers named a firm 
of Washington lawyers, but said he 
could not remember the individual 
Who had advised him.

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BURNED RECORDS 


Statement Made by Judge 
bary, head of Combing 


Gary Says Burned Papers Had 
Been Examined by Govern- 
ment and the Trust Officials. 
Thought Papers Were No 
Longer Needed. 


New York, February 7.—Judge El- 
bert H. Gary, chairman of the United 
States Steel Corporation, gave out a 
statement in explanation of the charge 
made by the government that certain 
evidence used in the prosecution of the 
so-called Jackson wire pools, and need- 
ed to support the government’s suit 
to dissolve the corporation had been 
destroyed. 

Judge Gary says that the evidence, 
a trunkfull of “old papers” that had 
been before the federal grand jury in 
New York and returned after the in- 
dictments in the wire pool investiga- 
tion had been “disposed of,’’ was order- 
ed destroyed by Frank Baackes, presi- 
dent of the American Steel and Wire 
company, who “supposed that all the 
prosecutions growing out of the wire 
pools were at an end and that the 
papers were no longer needed for any 
purpose.” 


Sorry Government Acted. 

After expressing his regret that 
the government “thought it necessary 
or desirable” to bring its injunction 
suit restraining the corporation or its 
subsidiaries from destroying evidence; 
Judge Gary says: 

“I had never heard of the destruc- 
tion of these papers until yesterday 
and upon inquiry I learn that the cir- 
cumstances were as follows: 

“In the spring of 1911 the New York 
federal grand jury, under the diréc- 
tion of District Attorney Wise, began 
an investigation into the Jackson wire 
pools. During the course of this in- 
vestigation a subpoena was issued di- 
recting the wire company to produce 
all letters and papers bearing’ upon 
the transactions under inquiry. Ee 
officers of the wire company complied 
with this subpoena by gathering to-, 
gether from their files all the papers 
called for. They were very numerous 
and filled a large trunk. One of the 
officers brought the trunkfull of pa- 
pers from Worcester, Massachusetts, 
where they were assembled, to the 
grand jury in New York. 

“Instead of being retained, in ac- 
cordance with the usual custom, in’ 
the custody of the officer producing, 
them during the recess of the grand 
jury, these papers were turned over, 
to the district attorney at his request! 
in order that he and his assistants; 
might have opportunity to er 
them. Q 

“As I am informed, this examination / 
was made and the papers were cata- 
logued and their contents noted. Upon 
the examination being completed, and 
upon the day the indictments were 
filed, the trunkfull of papers was re- 
turned to Mr. MacVeagh (Charles Mac- 
Veagh, general solicitor of the corpo- 
ration) in tp pee: to his letter re- 
ferred to ir the petition. 


How Papers Disappeared. 


“The indictments were all disposea 
of by pleas of nolo contendere and the 
papers were never called for again by 
the district attorney. The trunk re- 
mained in the personal charge of Mr. 
MacVeagh during all of July and until 
the 25th of August, when he left on 
a two months vacation. During the 
absence of Mr. MacVeagh, Mr. Bolling,- 
assistant general solicitor, was in 
charge of the office. He had been ab- 
sent in Europe during the month of 
July and part of August. At the end 
of September the offices of Mr. Mac- 
Veagh and Mr. Bol were moved 
from the seventeenth to the sixteenth 
floor of number 71 Broadway. 

“Mr. Bolling then noticed the trunk 
in one of the offices an@ directed that 
inquiry be made at the offices of the 
American Steel and Wire company, 
number 30 Churth street, New York 
city, to ascertain if the trunk could 
not be stored there.

He Was Courier Who Carried 

Confederate Surrender 
: to Grant. 


Colonel Beverly Welford Wrenn, the 
courier who carried tht message of. 
terms of surrender from General Rob- 
ert E. Lee to General Grant, formerly 
a resident of Atlanta, and one of the 
best known railroad men in the coun- 
try, died Tuesday night in New York 
from blood poisoning, which necessitat-. 
ed the amputation of a leg. 

He is survived by his wife and three 
sons, Harry, Beverly and Allen Wrenn. 
He was a brother-in-law of Mrs. Sam- 
uel Stocking, of West Peachtree street, 
Atlanta. The place of his burial has 
not yet been announced. 

Coldnel Wrenn, several years ago, 
lived in Atlanta, and each of his 
children was born in this city. He 
was at one time general passenger 
and traffic manager for the Plant rail- 
way system, but at the time of his 
death was presideat of the Kennesaw 
Motor Company, of New York, which 
operated sight-seeing motor cars and 
steamships. 

He served throughout the civil: war, 
first as a telegraph operator for Gen-~- 
eral Jackson, and later as an aide to 
General Robert E. Lee, during, service 
in which capacity he carried the terms 
of surrender from General Lege to 
General Grant. 

He was born in Culpepper, Va. It 
is not known whether he will be buried ; 
in his birthplace or in New York. He 
was 65 years old, but up until his last 
iliness he was as active and vigorous 
as many men several years his junior. 
The cause of his death was very un- 
usual and very few similar cases have 
been known. About two weeks 4g0, 
while in the bathroom of his home, he 
stubbed a toe. The abrasion develop- 
ed into blood poisoning and the attend- 
ing physician advised that he be re- 
moved to a sanatorium. Following his 
removal, it was found necessary to. 
amputate the infected limb, which was 
done on Saturday of last week.

New York, February 7.—The tone 
of the ‘stock market was heavier to- 
day, but trading was too listless to 
effect substantial changes in the level 
of prices.
